OF THE _ 
PHIL*=MONT MOBILE RADIO CLUB, INC, 


Preamble 

Mindful of the duties and obligations of the radio amateurs 
of our country, its government and its people, to further and increase 
our enjoyment and proficiency in the hobby of our choosing, and to 
promote, nurture, and create good fellowship among and between amateur 
radio operators, we associate ourselves for the purpose of forming a 
club for those amateur radio enthusiasts interested in mobile radio 
operation, 

ARTICLE 1 - NAME 

Section 1 » This association shall be named, known and 

styled as; PhileMont Mobile Radio Club, Inc, 
ARTICLE 2 « FORM OF ORGANIZATION 

Section 1 » This club shall be a noneprofit, nonestock 
corporation and no dividends or pecuniary gain or profit incident or 
otherwise shall be declared to its members, The corporation shall 
exist perpetually, 

ARTICLE 3 = MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1 = Any person holding an active amateur radio 
operator's license issued by the government of the United States of 
America and who has attended three regular monthly meetings of the 
members shall be eligible for active membership, 

Section 2 e Election of Members, Applications for active 
membership shall be made, in the form prescribed by the Board of 
Directors, to any member, who shall in turn submit said Application to 


the Board of Directors, The Board of Directors shall notify the member» 


ship of the names of all qualified applicants at each regular meeting, and 


Ve ia 
o/es 


shall also cause their names to be published in the monthly newsletter 
prior to such regular meeting. Action shall be taken upon the Application 
at the next regular or special meeting of the membership. The majority 
vote of those members present at any meeting shall be necessary for 
membership. Application for membership, if rejected, cannot be con- 
sidered again until six months have elapsed and then may be reconsidered. 

Section 3 - Any active member in good standing who 
resigns or terminates his membership for good cause, such as military 
service, change in employment location requiring a move from the area, 
shall be entitled to reinstate his active membership by application or 
notification to the Board of Directors. There shall be no waiting period 
for admission for such applicants. 

Section 4 - Associate Membership. Associate membership 
shall be available on approval by the Board of Directors.

Section 3 - On the first day of January in each year, it shall 
be the duty of the Treasurer to notify all members who have not yet paid 
their dues for the comming year by mail to their last known address that their 
dues are owing. A second notice shall be sent to all members who have not 
paid their dues by the last day of February requesting immediate payment. 
The membership of any member whose dues are not paid by the last day of 
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March shall automatically lapse without further notice,
